Grandmother and Aunt of Little Girl 


Convicted and Sent to Ohio 


Penitentiary. 


Albany, N. Y., May C.—A child about 


seven years of age, an inmate of a 
charitable institution here since April 
5, when she was 
found alone 
and 


abandoned on the street, is believed 
by the local department of charities 
to be Margaret Vinton Taylor. 


The child disappeared on August 3, 


1898, and no trace of her was ever! 
found. At the time she was visiting 
her grandparents at Fairbank, near 
Cincinnati, and her grandmother and 
aunt admitted that they knew where 
the child was. *They were indicted for 
child stealing land sentenced to serve 
a term in the Ohio penitentiary at Co- 
,lumbus. The Ohio authorities have 
been informed by the Albany police 
that the child has been located here. 


- Cincinnati, Ohio, May 6—The local 
police officials- received word from Al- 
bany, N. Y., that a child supposed to 
be Margaret Vniton Taylor had been 
found an inmate of a charitable insti- 
tution in. Albany. 


Albert V. Taylor, the father, and de- 


tectives who".- have been working on 
4he case ever since the disappearance 
of the child four years ago, left for Al- 
bany today and claim the child if it 
is the missing girl. 


In August, 1898, Margaret was tak- 


en to the home of her grandmother, 
Mrs. F. L. Taylor, who then resided 
at FerBbanfepaear;Cincinnati, •with"iior 
two daughters, Frances and Clara. 


During the latter part of August 


Margaret disappeared as well as her 
aunt, Clara Taylor, and nothing has 
been heard from either of them since 
that time. In January last both the 
grandmother, who xs 78 years of agt>. 
and the daughter, Frances, were found 
guilty of child stealing and sentenced' 
to the penitentiary for one year. Gov- 
ernor Nash, however, granted a re-1 


prieve for 60 days in which time the' 
case was to be laid before the state 
board of pardons. 


While on the witness stand, Mrs. 


Taylor and her daughter declared that 
they had not heard from Clara in two 
years and were in absolute ignorance 
cf her location/ They also said they 
did not know where Margaret was. -

Mr. Squires Was Secretary to Legation 


at Peking—General Bragg's Home 


at Fondu Lac, Wis. 


Washington, May C.—H. G. Squires, 


secretary of the legation at Peking, 
has been selected by the President to 
be minister to Cuba, and General E. 
S. Bragg, of Wisconsin, has been se- 
lected as consul general at Havana. 


Mr. Squires' selection fulfills 
the 


first requirement laid down by the 
President, namely, that the minister 
to Havana, should be a man of diplo- 
matic experience. He is a native of 
Canada, but was appointed from New 
York. In 1894 he was appointed sec- 
ond secretary of the United States em- 
bassy at Benin, retiring in 1897. In 
January, 189S, he was appointed secre- 
tary to the United States legation at 
Peking, remaining there 
constantly 


until a few months ago, when he re- 
turned to the United States on leave. 
He has had military experience and by 
virtue of that fact was practically in 
charge of thelegation defenses. 


General Bragg, the new consul gen- 


eral at Havana, was born in Unadilla, 
New York, in 1827. He entered the 
Union army as a captain in 1861 and 
reached the grade of brigadier general 
in the regular establishment. He 
served for some years in congress and 
afterwards 
was

States minister to Mexico. His pres- 
ent home is at Fon du Lac, Wis. Tne 
salary of the constu general at Havana 
is $5,000.

New York. May <;—Archbishop Cor- 


rigan died a<. 11:05 o clock last night. 


The i.iost Rev. Michael 
Augustine 


Corrigan, D. D., was born at Newark, 
N. J., in 1S40. His parents came from 
Leinster, Ireland. After having been 
graduated from the schools of his na- 
tive place, he was sent to St. Mary's 
college in Emmetsburg, Md. 


After leaving be. Marys in 3859, 


having made a brilliant record as a 
student he went to Europe to take 
holy orders. In Rome he was one of 
the thirteen students who registered 
in the American college there when it 
was opened. He devoted two years to 
the preliminary studies of the college 
and then began the study of theology. 
At the ordained appearance by Cardi- 
nal Pabrizi, in the lateral baislica in 
18C3 he remained in the American col- 
lege another year and won the degree 
of doctor of divinity. Dr. 
Corrigan 


then sailed for home and reported on 
lis arrival to Bishop Bayley in new- 
ark, who at once assigned him to the 
professorship 
of dogmatic 
theology 


and sacred scriptures, as well as to 
the directorship of Seton hall college. 
Later the Rev. Father Corrigan be- 
came vice president of the college and 
when only 28 years old became presi- 
dent of that institution. 
. When Bishop Bayley yisited Rome 
in^lSTO, Dr. Corrigan became the ad- 
Imfnistrator and vicar general of New- 
ark. 
He was consecrated bishop by 


Cardinal McClosky May 4, 1873, and 
remained in charge of the diocese of 
Newark for seven years. In that time 
he consecrated forty-two new churches 
among them

ful. Receive my soul, and O God for- 
give those who swore this poor, miser- 
able life away. O, God cheer my poor 
old father in Scotland, 
comfort my 


poor father that he may forgive me. 
O, God, be merciful to Mary, the wo- 
man I love and the woman that Thou 
made me love. Forgive those who 
made me die and forgive those who 
see me die, because they are not to 
blame for it. God keep my children, 
and again forgive me who am about tcr 
die. God bless my children and keep 
them from harm."

Two weeks before 1 
received the notice I requested the 
secretary of state to have t'ue Ameri- 
can consular machinery abroad use 
every endeavor to apprehend and De- 
tain .the aunt and Kidnaped child. Sec- 
retary Hay reported that he had done 
this and since then developments have 
been awaited but as yet no further in- 
formation has been received.

BUT MR. ROOSEVELT SAYS NO. 


Assertions That He Has Exceeded His 


Power Freely Made by Friends

President Roosevelt has intimated 


to the French Government that he 
does not think it desirable 'for that 
;overnmeut to confer the cross of tho 
Legion of Honor upon Admiral Dewey 
and General Miles. 


This ac^on has caused a sensation 


in diplomatic and army and navy cir- 
cles. The officers directly concerned 
and their friends assert that the Pres- 
ident's decision was due to a wish to 
further humiliate them, and this time 
to make the humiliation itnernational. 
Whatever may have been/the reasons 
controlling the action of the President 
t is certain that France will not, In 
aew of his attitude, award the cross 
to either of the officers. 


Notification that the cross would be 


:onferred upon Admiral Dewey and 
lieutenant General Miles was taken 
to the White House by M. Cambon, 
Hie French ambassador. 
France de- 


sired to commemorate the ceremon- 
es connected with theu nveiling of the 
lochambeau statue, to occur here May 
24, and she believed it would be a 
graceful 
act of courtesy

It is said the President received the 


announcement with surprise. So far 
is Admiral Dewey was concerned, he 
said, there would be no objection, but 
t couldn't be thought of in the case di 
General Miles. The President finally 
•suggested to the Amabssador that he 
je allowed a few days in. which, to 
consider the matter. 


President Roosevelt discussed the 


nroposition with Secretary Root and 
Secretary Hay. and it is said conferred 
.vith several Senators in whose judg- 
ment he has confidence. He came to 
he conclusion that it would be unwise 
o consent to the decoration of two 
officers whom lie had reprimanded and 
one of whom was on terms of hostili- 
ty with his administration—at least, 
;bis is the explanation of friends of 
General Miles and Admiral 
Dewey. 


When the Amabssador next called at 
the White House he was informed the 
Jecision had been reached not to con- 
sent to conferring the honor upon 
ither officer. 
In announcing this decision friends 


of the two officers say the President 
'las exceeded his powers. The law on 
the subject of decorations from foreign 
;overnments roads: 
''Hereafter any present, decoration 


or other thing which shall be conferr- 


or presented by any foreign Gov- 


ernment to_an officer of the United 
StatesTtfivii, naval or military, shall be 
tendered through the Department of 
State, and not to the individual in per- 
son; but such present, decoration or 
other thing shall not be delivered by 
thp Department of State unless so au- 
thorized by Congress." 


Thus it is stated the President was 


without legal authority to deny to the 
French Government the privilege of 
decorating Admiral Dewey and Gener- 
al Miles. 


Admiral Dewey is inspecting the 


North Atlantic Squadron on the South- 
ern drill grounds. General Miles re- 
fn.sed to bo seen yesterday in regard 
to the proposal of the French Govern- 
ment and its rejection by the Presi- 
dent.

LINCOLN'S DISPATCHES. 


Why Matty of Them Were Dated 


Fro'tn the War Department. 


Surprise is often expressed by vyy 
ntelligent people that so large a pro 
portion of President Lincoln's most iin- 
>ortant telegrams and some of his let- 
:ers are dated from the war depart 
meut instend of the executive mansion 
and none of them from the navy, treas 
ury or other administrative bureaus. 
This is generally deemed a very singu- 
ar fact, and from it writers have 
plausibly -drawn the conclusion that 
Lincoln personally liked the secretary 
of war better than any of the other 
cabinet officers. While this indeed ap- 
pears to have been true, it does'not nec- 
essarily so follow. He certainly held 
Mr. Seward in high regard, yet he sel- 
dom went to the state department 


In the circumstances it was not at all 


singukir. The explanation is easy. War 
was the business of that time, and Lin- 
coln's eyes were always bent to the 
army, especially when great military 
events were impending. He habitually 
haunted the adjacent war department 
and army headquarters, where abode 
General Halleck, his military adviser, 
'or news and views. Head and heart 
ivere strenuously concentrated on the 
ight, wherever it might be. His fertile 
brain saw, too, tbe critical points in the 
:ame oftentimes far more clearly than 
some of his'so called "ablest generals." 
He not only wished to know what was 
going on in the field, but performed his 
)wn part nobly. In the heat of action 
or at crucial moments his orders, sug- 
gestions and inquiries were fired off 
spontaneously from wherever he might 
be at the moment and at such periods 
he was generally "over at the war de- 
partment" with Mr. Stanton. That is 
the chief reason why so many of bis 
dispatches are dated at that depart- 
ment and not because be perhaps held 
Stanton in higher esteem than the sec- 
retary of tbe navy or state or treasury. 
—Lippincott's Magazine.

Soon after Eros was discovered it 


was found that its light was some- 
times bright and sometimes faint; in 
other words, that it was what is called 
a "variable." Still another complica- 
tion, which, moreover, has not been 
observed in the case of any other star, 
was the fact that sometimes its light 
varied and sometimes it did not- 


To find out the reason for this irreg- 


ular variation is the special object of 
the present Harvard expedition. Mean- 
while many theories have been offered 
to account for it, one being that it is 
an "elongated, cigar shaped body 
whirling through the universe end 
over end, as iit were, so that first a 
broad side and then one end is turned 
toward the earth." 


The Harvard expedition is under tlie 


charge of Professor Solon I. Bailey, 
who took part in establishing the pres- 
ent Harvard station in Peru a number 
of years ago. In studying Eros he will 
be assisted by the members of the 
regular staff at Arequipa, which has 
recently been increased by two young 
astronomers, Mr. Manson and Mr. 
Wyeth. 


Another investigation of a very dif- 


ferent character is being conducted by 
Harvard and within university con- 
fines. By combining a powerful mi- 
croscope with a camera of special con- 
struction Professor Theodore William 
Richards has gained much now knowl- 
edge regarding the formation and 
growth of crystals. The pictures which 
he has obtained show the development 
of a crystal from a tiny point, almost 
too small to be detected, up to linal 
maturity. 


Although the whole process is the 


work of only a few seconds, the pho- 
tographs, which are carefully timed to 
intervals of a fifth of a second, bring 
out the fact that growth during the 
first second is much more rapid than 
later, the tiny structure frequently in- 
creasing less than half as rapidly in 
the second second as in the first and 
still more slowly afterward. 


The exact adjustment of the caim-ra 


to the microscope was one of Profess- 
or Richards' greatest difficulties. 
It 


was necessary, first of all. that there 
should be no vibration to blur the im 
prussion on the negatives, so that 
mechanism for changing the plates 
practically without friction bad to be 
specially devised. 


An even greater problem was in 


finding a suitable light. The strongest 
incandescent light was not strong 
enough for the purpose, and finally 
sunlight directed by mirrors and con- 
densed by reflectors and lenses was 
employed. 


Professor Richards believes that the 


results of his unique experiments may 
modify several current theories re- 
garding crystallization, but be doubts 
if it is possible to clear up nil points 
of difficulty until some consider;!!)!'? 
improvement in the necessary appara- 
tus has been developed.

of courage aud of war. It begins in 
177-1, with the first rumblings of revolt 
in Virginia. It reaches its highest dra- 
matic pitch in n description of scenes 
and events in Philadelphia two years 
later, when the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was before the Continental 
congress. It ends in scenes of waste 
and battle, with the fall of the old re- 
gime, with the surrender of Conr.vallis 
and the king's armaments in America 
and with the promise of the new re- 
public.

X RAY MACHINE 


Set Up in Dr. Foster's Office in the 


Avalon Building by Expert 


Williams. 


Henry H. Wilfams an expert, em- 


ployed by the C. F. Birtman Manufac- 
turing company of Chicago, this morn- 
ing about 11 o'clock completed the set- 
ting up of a large X ray machine in Dr. 
C. A. Foster's office in the Avalon, 
corner Main and Fifth streets. 


The machine is tne largest of its 


kind in the United States, one of equal 
size being in Mansfield, Ohio, and is 
complete in every detail. 


The use of the famous X rays in the 


science of medicine, is yet compara- 
tibely new, but wonderful results have 
nevertheless been accomplished in the 
treatment of various diseases, as well 
as the location of foreign substances 
in any part of the body. 


The machine in Dr. Foster's office 


consists of 32 glass discs, which are 
revolved by water power against an-i 
other substance 
which generates a I 


current of frictional electricity, used 
in producing the X rays. These are 
thrown upon the body of the patient 
and their effects observed by the phy- 
sician through the fluroscope. 


Dr. Foster says that he will use 


the machine for the X rays, and is a 
firm believer in their efficiency in the 
treatment of cancer, which he wul en- 
deavor to cure by their agency.
